of the Zistersdorf 011 Staff and the Central Administration of the Soviet 
041 Enterprises in Austria (Hauptverwmltung der sowletischen Delbstriste In 
Oesterreich) at Vienna I, Kantgasse, the 012 Staff froquently disregards 
orders from the Kantgasse administration and attempts in other ways te mini~- 
mize the importance of the main office. Because of this conflict, it was 
rumored early in January 1948 that the 011 Staff ws to be dissolved, Wt 
no later indications of the dissolution have anpeared. 


Recently. a difference of 1200 tons was disenvered botimen actual. protnetion 

of ITAG holdings in Zistersdor? and the total yearly fimures reported by Soviet 
Director Teigankov. in order to meet at least partially the field's daliy 
quota of 230 tons ag prescribed by the central office in Kanteaase, Tsiganke. 
during the last five months of 1947, had been adding about 240 tons per month 
to his production report, for a total reported production of 63,474 tons. 
Because of his demonstrated incompetence and his falsification of production 
figures, Tsigankoy has beon notified that he will soon be replaced, “oa is cow 
turning over his office to a successor whose nama hog not been reported but wks 
ig said to have been selected from emonz the Kantgasse personnel. 


Daily average production of the ITAG fields for the first six monthe ex 1947 
was 200 tong. In an attempt to reach a prescribed quota of 230 tons, the 
operating superintendent, Enginser Dietrich (sinee November 1947 head of the 
drilling department’ ordered a riczorous depressurization of the field. For 
two months this policy brought production up to an average of 220 tons per doys 
then production drorped rapidly to its prasent average of 125 tons ner day.
